Maynard .Orlando Nelssivwds borp on. January 1, 1924^ at Minneapolis , 1 
Minnesota, and his father, Nels^Melson, ancTlnotbrer y in^-rid^bl s oiiy were both 
bom in Norwa y. Nelson had his \ame changed to Nelsen while serving in the 
United States' Army and ‘he advised , he had it changed because the latter ndme 
was not as common as the Norwegian spelling. '■ 

An investigation was instituted by the Bureau in January, 1947, 
of the captioned organization in view of anonymous letters being sent by 
him to important personages .such as General Eisenhower, Mayor Hubert Humphrey, 
Jr., of Minneapolis, and President J. L. Morrill of the University pf Minnesota. 
These communications were extremely anti-Negro and anti-Semitic in character 
and all contained implied threats to the addressee. For example, in the letter 
to General Eisenhower it was demanded that he discharge all Jews, Negroes and 
Communists from the Armed Forces and that if the demand were refused this 
organization would create an Army which would be the true representative of 
the American people.

On April 4, 1947, latent fingerprints furnished by the St. Paul 
Office were identified by the Identification Division as belonging to Maynard 
Orlpndo Nelson, Army Serial Number 17109020.

[ l On April 24, 1947, a teletype was received from the St. Paul Office 

indicating that Minnesota State Officers had arrested the subject on the pre- 
vious day. He admitted in a signed statement that he had written the letters 
referred to above and that he had also sent letters to General Marshall, Presi- 
dent Trutaan, Senator Bilbo and Bepresentative Rankin. In a search of Nelsen* s 
office. State officials obtained a letter dated December 18, 1945, addressed 
to the subject from J. ETfs^ankin of the House of Representatives on stationary 
of the United States Comma twee on World War Veterans Legislation. This letter 
expressed Rankin’s sincere thanks for the subject's splendid letter of com- 
mendation on his stand in Congress with regard to certain "vital questions." 
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In the letter Rankin stated, ”1 note you hope to be returned home soon. If 
and when you are in Washington, I will be glad to have you call at my office 
and let me shake your hand.” 

The State Officers also obtained a rubber Democratic Nationalist Party 
stamp, DHP' letterhead papers, posters containing anti- Jewish statements, a 
German Luger automatic and a twenty- five caliber pistol. Nelsen also admitted 
placing anti-Jewish and anti-Negro posters" on the campus of the University of 
Minnesota. 


Nelsen was placed -under. -a $10,000 cash peace bond by the Minneapolis 
Municipal Court, with a six months 1 sentence stipulated if the bond was not 
made. Nelsen was given psychiatric tests at the General Hospital in Minneapolis 
and on May 15, 1947, he made his bond which had been reduced from- $10,000 to-

By letter dated July 3, 1947, the San Francisco 0’ffice advised that 
on July 1, 1947, Mr. Eugene^jjlock in charge of the Jewish Survey and B'nai 
B’rith community office in Salr Francisco, advised that Nelsen was presently -a 
student at the University of California where he is engaged in Nazi activities.. 
The San Francisco Office ascertained that Mr. Block had based his allegation 
upon" information received from a San Francisco tailor by the name of Li^gfcLznik,. 
who reported, on June 2, 1947, that an individual appeared at his store and 
wished to order -uniforms which he desired to be similar to those worn by the 
Nazis. At the time Nelsen called on this tailor, however, he wanted only one 
jacket, which he wanted made as an exact copy of/ one set forth in a Nazi -hand- 
le book. ■ The handbook which Nelsen had in his possession was noted to be the 
T^rganisationsbuch der Nazionale D eutsche Arbe iterspartei .

H. Mole of the Intelligence Division 
of the War Department who has advised that- he will check into this and attempt 
to obtain the desired information.

Some time ago in Minneapolis, the F.B.I., after considerable investiga- 
tion, arrested the head of a so-called M Democratic Nationalist Party" 
who turned out to be a young man of about 26 , namely' Maynard 0. Nelson; 
He had posted hundreds of violently anti- semi tie placards on the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota campus and in his room was found a small arsenal 
of ainmunitioii* 

We understand he is now at liberty on a $1,000 peace bond posted in 
Minnesota. . 

Presently we learn that Maynard 0. Nelson is in San Francisco. He seems 
to have visited a local uniform concern and displayed there an official 
Nazi party book together with pencil sketches of Nazi insignia. He 
ordered a replica of such a uniform to be made to his measurements, 
without the Nazi insignia of swastika or eagle and explained that he 
might want about six more of these for members of a group he was 
forming. He attempted to enlist then at Stanford University, but 
failed. He then went to Palo Alto where he was boarding, going on 
next to Berkeley and becoming a summer session student at the University 
of California where he now is. * v

1. We believe in the creation ol a wholesome 
White Folk Community, with a deep spirit- 
ual consciousness of a common past and- a 
determination to share a common future. 

2. We favor complete separation of all non- 
Whites and dissatisfied racial minorities 
from our White Folk Community. 

3. We demand that intermarriage between 
Whites and non-Whites be outlawed, in all 
stales not already having such restrictions. 

4. We demand that total segregation be main- 
tained in the nation's schools, and that only 
members of the White Folk Community be 
allowed to engage in the educational and 
cultural activities of our White society. 

5. We believe that segregation should be re- 
stored in the-nation's armed forces, to rebuild 
morale and lighting efficiency. 

6. We believe it better that only members of 
our White Folk Community be allowed to 
take part in the affairs of government or 
serve in the courts. 

7. We demand a policy of non-interference in 
the cultural affairs of other races. 

8. We favor creation of a National Repatria- 
tion Commission, to encourage the voluntary 
resettlement of Negroes in their African 
homeland, with fullest financial and eco- 
nomic assistance toward that end.

On February 28, 1964, a confidential source advised 
that Hayward o. Nelsen resides at 114 Morgan Lane, Hoffman 
Estates, Illinois • 

On February 28, ‘ 1964, a second confidential source 
advised. $hat NelSep As currently employed by United Labor 
Services, 360 North Qlark Street, Chicago, Illinois, 

On October 27, 1963, ther secondhand a third -Source 
advised the Chicago Office of the' FBI that from 8:30 PM 
to 11:30 PM, Saturday, October 26, 1963, a meeting held 
in the name Of Institute for Biopolit ics was conducted 
in the Lincoln Room of tTe,Teutonxa^Gl ub,^37^30_No rth Cl ark . 

S treet . Chi cago. ^Illinois . Max Nelsen acted as chairman 
Cff the meeting and approximately 30 persons were in attendance. 
This meeting,; according to the sources, was called by Nelsen 
for the purpose of discussing the plight of eight members 
of the National States Rights Party who were indicted in 
September, 1063, by a Federal Grand' Jury at Birmingham, 

Alabama, on charges growing out of attempts to' interfere 
with court^erdered racial desegregation in Birmingham public 
schools.. At the conclusion' of the' above ^meeting a collection 
was taken up for the benefit Of the indicted 'National States 
Rights Party members bat no further action was decided on. 

It is noted that the second confidential "source “ 
referred to above advised on June 19, 1962, ' that during the 
course of a similar meeting held onjuhe 16, 1962*, called 
by Nelsen under the name National States Rights'. Farty, Nelsen; ' 
delivered a 45 minute introductdry’tal'k reg^diiig-the^ Ihsfitute 
of Riopolitics. He described the' organization "as* one". established, 
to help prevent racial suicide' by“f he white race "and ‘ to Kelp 
the yrhite race to continue td ' exist "without "being* ”swaIlowerd 
up” by th© blacR masses * Nelsen' stated at the time* that" the ' 
purpose in calling the meeting on" June. 16, 1962 j was to explain 
the above and to acquaint tbepeople wlith the situation today. 
Source stated Nplsen identified himself- as the' Illinois 
Representative of the National States Rights Party. 


MAYNARD ORLANDO NELSEN 
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On October 28, 1983, the third confidential source 
identified above advised that the Institute for ■ Biopolitics 
is, from ail appearances, a ’’one man organization” formed by- 
Max Nelsen to provide him -with a ’’platfprm” from which he can 
publicly express his personal views. 

In connection with above described meeting held on 
Oc'tober 26, 196 3 f a fourth confidential source advised that 
during the course of Max Nelsen* s appearance;' at this meeting, 
Nelsen charged in his tails on several occasions that ’’talk ’ 
about anything you want* Talk about fluoridation, and I will 
come back to the Jew. Talk about taxes, and I will come back 
to the Jew. Talk about integration and I will come back to 
the Jew.” 


Nelsen said during a brief question and. answer 
period that members of the National States Rights Party and 
associated organisations should infiltrate both the Democratic 
and Republican Parties during the next election campaign and 
constantly talk Of jews in either party and. their control of 
of the country and Of politics.' Re dpes hot want, source said 
according to Neisen *s line Of talk, any particular candidate 
voted into Of floe* Neiseh said ”1 want the' white man to hit 
rock bottom* YOU can!t talk' to him now. Make him 'go all the 
way down the hill. When he wakes up some morning and finds 
nothing but Niggers on one Side and nothing but Jews oh the 
other side and he has his back to the wall, then and only then 
will he, fight”* / 

Source added that at the beginnom^of. Nelsen 7 s' talk 
he mentioned that he know George Lihcolij^Cockwell' and that” ‘ 
they hah exchanged ideas. " Nelsen’ stated he regarded .Rockwell 
very highly. He also advised that” Rockwell had d6he“'aIot of 
good for the whit© man in his fight “and "that” the 'propaganda 
and activities Rockwell and his party engaged in, have done 
a tremendous amount Of good for the white man. 

Thb fourth confidential source ahvised'on January 3, 
1$64, that at approximately that time Nelsen was"in contact 
With representatives Of the American Nazi Party at Chicago,'””' 
Illinois. Regarding the possible consolidation of "right wing 
activities in the Chicagbarea. Nelsen" was known to"be"in 

agreement with the American Nazi Party’s proposed plan to" 

attempt the consolidation of ' theright’ wihg oh projects” looking 
to a concentrated effort, especially in coming elections. 
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The United States Department of. Justice, Washington, 
D,C^ has received the following letter dated January 6, 1964, 
spied fry one "Max Nelsen". This letter bears the heading 
Instit ute fpr^ BjopoliMcs " and the return address ^. 0 .__Box

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On April 1^, 1901, a fifth confidential source advised 
that Maynard Orlando Rels^hofSs Eo^_0£ficj^Box^^ 

Illinois. , under the name^ Neal Political institute . 

The third confidential source, previously mentioned, 
advised on February 7, 1964, that Max Nelsen was in attendance 
at a meeting on February 6, 1964, held under the name of the 
National Sftnt’es Rights party in Chicago, Illinois. 

On April 4> 1955, a sixth confidential source advised 
Real political Institute -was Started by Maynard Orlando Nelsen 
in approximately November , 1954? in Chicago, Illinois. Nelsen’ s 
purpose was to create a new political party under the name 
Real Political institute? This organization is anti-Communist , 
ant Semitic | and favors the white race. 

Confidential gourdes familiar with the activities 
of the American Na??i Party* the Rational states Rights Party, 
and Racial Matters in the Chicago, Illinois area were contacted 
during MaFCh* "l96.4» regarding Maynard Qrlandq Nelsen. These 
informants advised that they could furnish no current information 
regarding the activities of Nelsen.

AMERICAN NAZI PARTY OF THE WORLD UNION OF 
FREE ENTERPRISE NATIONAL SOCIALISTS , ALSO 
KNOWN AS THE GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL PARTY 

In his book “This Time the World, “ copyrighted in 1961, 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL' identified himself as Commander, American 
Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise National Socialists 
(ANP » WUFENS), Arlington, Virginia. 

* 

The April 4, 1963, issue of "The Richmond News Leaders," 
a Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL had, on the previous day, again applied for the American 
Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of Virginia, but this request 
was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation Commission. This 
action was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 Virginia Assembly 
which prohibits the use of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a 
Virginia charter. This article further pointed out that ROCKWELL* s 
party is presently chartered in the State of Virginia as the George 
Lincoln Rockwell Party. 


On August 19, 1963, a source advised that the AEP-WUFENS 
was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at his residence in Arlington, 
Virginia, on February 26, 1953, as an international "National Socialist" 
movement based on the German Nazi Party headed by Adolf Hitler. He 
added that ROCKWELL is the dominant force and personality in this 
party j that he Is espousing a "line" of hatred against the Jews and 
Negroes j and that he is seeking, through speeches, distribution of 
literature and picketing, to establish a' cohesive and dominant 
political party in the United States and in foreign countries. 


On December 13, 1963, this source advised that in about 
September, 1960, the ANP initiated the Fighting American Nationalists 
(FAN) as a front group for the ANP although it has never been a 
separate organization. He said the FAN name is merely used on occasion 
instead of the ANP name and there are no separate officials for FAN, 
the FAN officials being identical with the ANP officials. He stated 
that GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL has informed him the-JFAN name was origis— 
naHy used as a device to attract supporters to his organization who 
might rebel at the use of the swastika and at being labeled as a Nazi. 

He added that the ANP has operated under the FAN name through- 
out’ the country with the exception of a group operating, under the FAN 
name In Baltimore, Maryland. He said the FAN group in Baltimore is 
now, and always, has been, a separate organization and not a part of 
the ANP. 


On October 3, 1963, RICHARD BERRY NORTON, the admitted 
former director of the FAN group in Baltimore, Maryland, advised 
that the Baltimore FAN, which v/as organized in the Spring of 1961, 
has no official connection with the ANP although until December, 1962, 
it received all of its literature from GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL ’ s ANP. 
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According to the "Stormtrooper ®s Manual," an official 
publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for power are 
fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known to the masses;" 
second, "the dissemination of our program and the truth about the 
Party j" third, "organising the people who have been converted to 
.our propaganda;" and fourth, "that attainment of power through 
the votes of the newly “won masses . "

MIDWEST DIVISION, CHICAGO* ILLINOIS 


A source advised on November 14, I960, that on that 
date a meeting was held in Chicago, Illinois, for the purpose of 
organizing a Chicago unit of the American Nazi Party (ANP) whicpx 
maintains headquarters < in Arlington, • Virginia. George Lincoln * 
Rockwell, National Commander, ANP, took charge of this meeting. ' 

On May 22, 1962, Matthias Koehl, self -identified -'ap 
lieutenant, ANP, " Chicago, advised that the ANP in Chicago is%o s & 
degree autonomous although- it remains subject for final au;fti$p;i : ty 
on George 'Lincoln Rockwell and ANP National Headquarters . ” '' ; 

On January 15, 1963, William Cody, then a lip&jtenant , 

ANP,. Chicago, advised that the Chicago headquarters of tqe ANP 
controlled the activities of the organization in the States of 
Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Michigan, Minnesota and Wisconsin. 

A second source advised on February 6, 1963, that as of 
January 31, 1963, the Chicago unit of the ANP became known as the 
Midwest Division, ANP.

The first source advised oh June 3, 1963, that as of 
that rdate the Midwest Division,, ANP, "vacated their headquarters 
"Which they had formerly maintained at2124 North Damon Avenue', Chicago 
Illinois, and' henceforth meetings of that organization would 'beheld 
in the residences of the organization's members.

Op November 26, 1957, a source advised that the United 
White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention held in Knoxville, 
Tennessee, on November 10, 1957. An aritcle in the November 26, 
1957 issue of the "Greenville piedmont", a newspaper of Greenville 
South Carolina, reported "the recent formation of a new political 
party to be known US the United White Party*" According to the 
article, the party wee formed at a recently held meeting in 
Knoxville, Tennessee * at which many klansmen were represented. 

The UWP was reported as being opposed to all "race mixing 
organizations apd individuals". 

The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt", self” 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party” (NSRP) , reported that rank and 
file "States Righters" had merged with the UWP under "the 
banner of the National States Rights Party," with national 
office^ at Post Qffice Box 261, Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

In November 7 1956, a source advised that the NSRP 
is composed of past members of klan-type organizations and 
notorious antir Semites. 

Issue Number 19, dated June, 1960, "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address 9 f the headquarters of the NSRP had been 
chnaged from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to Post Office Box 783, 
Birmingham, Alabama* 

On June 17, I960, a source advised that Edward R. 

Fields, the Information Director. of the NSRP, is the individual 
who "runs the NSRPi” 

"Tbo Thunderbolt" continues to publish articles 
attaching Negroes and persons Of the Jewish faith. 

This document contains neither recommendations nor ' 
conclusions Of the federal Bureau of Investigation. It is the 
property of the Federal Bureau of Investigation and is loaned 
to your agency; it end its contents are not to be distributed 
outside your agency.

On June 16, 1964, the Laboratory, Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, Washington, D.C., advised that 
Qcl, a photocopy of an envelope postmarked ’’CHICAGO, 

ILL. MAR 28 *64” bearing handwritten address. ’.’Chief 
* Rat-Fink* , Commandant, U.S. Military Hq. , Augsburg, 

Germany,” and Qc2, a photocopy of accompanying typewritten 
poem entitled ’’GOODBYE" was compared with Kl, a typewritten 
letter bearing . signature of Max Nelsen and. Kx2, photographs J~ 
bearing handprinting and handwriting of Maynard Nelsen. 

This examination concluded that due to a poor 
reproduct ion of the line quality on the photocopy of Qc2, 
a definite conclusion was not reached whether the type- 
writing on -Qc2 was prepared on the typewriter used to 
prepare ELj however, Qc2 and the typewriting on EL were 
prepared on the same style of Royal pica type, spaced 
ten letters per inch, and some defects in common were noted 
which indicate that Qc2 could have been prepared on the 
same typewriter used to prepare EL. 

Due to the occurrence of variations which could 
not be explained on the basis of the known handwriting 
available and because of the lack of comparable combinations, 
a definite conclusion, was not reached whether the handwriting 
on Qcl was prepared by the writer of Kc2.

On August 14, 1964, the Laboratory, Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, Washington, D.C., made a- comparison of 
Kc3, a photocopy of an application for lease dated November 11, 
1957, bearing known handwriting and handprinting of Eustac e 
CT&rllins , with Qcl and Qc2, mentioned above. The results 
of this examination reflect that due to the lack. of comparable

A confidential source advised in April of 1963 
that as of November, 1958, Eust ad^Mull ins and Maynard 
Nelsen established th 44M-& N Assoc iates, ^Post Office Box 
1785, Chicag o 90. Illinois . M & N Associates is a "paper 
set up to distribute anti-Semitic and. anti- 
Negro literature. 


In April, 1961, Maxp&Lsen contacted the Chicago 
'Police Department and identified himself as being employed 
and residing in the Chicago area, and stated he is affiliated 
^ anal States Rights Party , which is headquartered 

in Birmingham, Alabama. Nelsen added that he handles 
functional propaganda for the Party. Nelsen stated that 
he wrote the National States Rights Party program and added 
that the Party dealt only with legal politics. He stated 
his main activity with the National States Rights Party is 
to attack Communism, communist organizations and individuals, 
especially in the Chicago area. He stated that in this 
manner he expects to be introduced to the public which will 
serve his political ambitions culminating in his election 
as governor of the State of Illinois' ten years=from now under 
the National States Rights Party political label. 

Confidential sources two, three, and four were 
contacted on August 24, 24 and 23, 1964, respectively, and 
advised that they could furnish no information relative to 
M & N Associates. These sources have known Nelsen to write 
hate-type literature in the past but had no knowledge that 
he, Nelsen, typed the letter mentioned above as Qc2 or sent 
the letter to addressee in Qcl'.
